From the outset of their mar- 
uiiatje fiiio had decreed their separation in 
heart and mind, a divorce infinitely more 
complete than those kindred judgements of 
the law which effect only the body and tho 
estate. The husband weut one way, the 
wife another; the 011.1 ueeded no olher 
companionship than that of his own high 
thoughts; tho other had no such inner re- 
sources against solitude, and she found a 
Lord Thynue. 


Of this nobleman it is, perhaps, not loo 


much to say that he is one of those men 
who are the masters of all the arts of mis- 
leading, yet they are at the same lime so 
completely the slaves of their faculty that hi 
default of a better subject they will deceive 
themselves. They do not alone tempt wo- 
men from the path of honor, but men from 
the path of duly. Their activities alternate 
between amorous intrigue ami the gaming- 
table, ami they are forever moving in a 
vicious circle of debauchery. This type is 
not at all uncommon among the younger 
sons of ihc British aristocracy—men cuned 
with the Jui'tune of a peasant aud the tastei 
of a peer.. There is a dull uniformity of 
mischance in their lives. They Jive on the 
bounty oi their rich relations at home until 
llial is exhausted; they gut into debt and 
are obliged lo fly abroad, where they seek 
the means of support iu the business of 
preying on tlieirkind. As it takes a thiof lo 
catch a thief, so it takes a gentleman to 
make a fool of n gentleman. 
They have 


the true hawker's eye for a fat quarry of 
IhL'lr class. Young Englishmen with pock- 
ets full oi money and minds as rich in eipe- 
ricnce may always be had for two seeking 
in Germany .and iu France, and the aris- 
tocratic sportsman who hunts in both coun- 
tries may livecomtortably on the spoil.— 
Insolvency had driven Lord Thynno from 
England, and he went to narls asnalurally 
as consumptive pilieut seeks the air of the 
South. 


He subsisted on a slender allowance of 


£500 a year, provided mainly by the bounty 
of his sister, aud some remains of his wife's 
property. Such, at least, were his known 
sources of income, and for tho rest it is ntt- 
urally not within our province to attempt 
to estimate them in detail. 
Bo was accom- 


panied in exile by his wife, and her unspot- 
ted name was a passport, for both to the 
most brilliant society of the French capital. 
His tall, slender form was a familiar sight at 
Musard's and at the skating club, and al- 
though he TTSS verging ou sixty, ho was 
distinguished by his erect bearing nnd his 
dandyish air among the men who attended 
the imperial receptions. 
He was one of 


Luoso born Lotharios who cannot cease to 
da/zle until they cease to live. His hair was 
of silvery whiteness, but if it had been black 
as nignl be could not have trimmed it with 
a morn coquettish air. He was the idol of 
many ladies, and lie counted among his con- 
quests not only the daughter of an English 
nobleman, but his wife. Kach received Ma 
visits to tlm family on her account, and both 
were the sport 
nf tho 
acquaintances to 


whom they revealed their secrets in turn. 
But the mother at last surrendered her sup- 
posed interest iu him by eloping with an- 
other man, the Captain Gordon whose final 
exploit was the assassination of an Italian 
lady and ofhimself at Staples tho other day. 
Such was the foreign society of Purls iu 
.I860. 


But Lord Thynnc'a exile i 
iamfi to an end. 


His relatives made a compromise with his 
creditor?, and he relumed to London aomo 
short time before the outbreak of the war. 
Thus whitewashed he was onco more en- 
abled to figure in good company in his own 
country, and Lady Townshond came iu his 
wsy. His mind was frco from the preoccu- 
pation of fixed principles, unless tho deter- 
mination to make oneself njjreoablo at alt 
hazards may bo placet! In that category of 
honor. lie never failed in his attentions lo 
the woman whose pride had hitherto taught 
her that she waa neglected for a dearer ob- 
ject of regard.

u prosecution, and holding up the character 


of Fisk to scorn. Ila endeavored to work 
upon tho emotions of tlie Jury by rehearsing 
platitudes and quoted passages of Scripture 
to prove that Christian charity was a virtue 
dnservfiig oftucir attention, especially at 
this time. 


At the conclusion of tho address tho court
